Washington, May 13,—Plans for 
complete equipment of the fighting 


fleet with aircraft during the coming | 


fiscal year, it was learned today, 
have been laid before the senate na- 
val committee by Rear Admiral Mof- 
fatt, chief of the navy’s bureau of 
aeronautics. The project contem- 
plated placing 213 airplanes of various 
essential types of battleships,-cruisers, 
scouts and other vesse , and is de- 
signed to furnish the’ J-et with its 
own aerial defense a,ainst enemy 
aircraft attacks. 

Under the plan, 86 small, swift 
fighting planes will be ineluded in 
the aircraft to become a permanent 
part of the fleet aircraft defense. 
The machines to be used for this pur- 
pose are believed by navy’ officials 
to be the best yet developed for fight- 
ing in. air, having been completely de- 
veloped under navy control since the 
close of the war. They are designed 
to meet in air and repel raids against 
the ships of the fleet by enemy bomb- 


ers. . 

In addition the active ships will 
carry 46 observation and spotting 
planes, 27 small spotters, 36 torpedo 
or bombing planes, 18 scouts and 4 
kite balloons for. observation  pur- 
poses.

vention, reports more than $750,000 
subscribed in Georgia. 
Expect to Raise More. 

There is little doubt that the $75,- 
000,000 will be raised by the end of 
the five years, the time allotted when 
the campaign was launched, In the 
meantime, it is the opinion of denom- 
inational leaders that it will be well 
to. study plans and outline a program 
for carrying the campaign to a com- 
plete success. The rapid growth of 
the denomination leads the Baptists 
to believe that even more than the 
$75,000,000 will be raised. The de- 
partment of evangelism will have an‘ 
excellent report to make at Jackson- 
ville. It is worth noticing that the 
women show the least shrinkage in 
contributions of any of the depart- 
ments of the convention. 

This will be of particular interest 
at this time, when they ask for the 
right ta become members of the gen- 
eral boards of the convention, 

Many of the delegates will remem- 
ber the debate that took place in the 


“question: of seating women as dele- 
gates was an issue. ‘The people of 
the south are conservative as a whole, 

some of the leaders are loath to 

te from the paths of the fa- 
thers. It is needless to say that there 
will be a logical and oratorical battle 
waged when the woman question is 
called at Jacksonville. 

This is not a new matter, for the

© conventions. A committee was 
appointed at the Chattanooga con- 
vention last year to bring to Jackson- 
ville a report on the question, and it 
is believed that the matter will be 
settled on the basis of that report. 

MeGlothin Chairman. 

Dr. W. J. McGlothin, president of 
Furman university, South Carolina, 
is chairman of the committee. Dr. 

. H. Major. pastor Capitol Avenue 
Baptist church, Atlanta, is the Geor- 
gia member of the committee. The 
committee has given out no forecast 
of its report. but it is generally ac- 
cepted that it wifl: ask that women 
be allowed membership on the sev- 
eral boards. The question of ratio 
will then arise, and this will afford 
occasion for more talk. 

Another interesting matter that will 
come before the convention is the re- 
lation of the Sunday school board of 
the southern Baptist convention to 
the Sunday school council of the evan- 
gelical denominations, and the in 
ternational lesson committee. The 
Sunday school council met in Chica- 
gu February 14, 1922, and merged 
that body with the International Sun- 
day School association. A new organ- 
ization will be formed, no doubt, which 
will absorb both «he others. It is 
practically certain that a new series 
of graded lessons will be proposed by 
the editors of the new organizations, 
The matter will be dealt with at the 
Jacksonville convention in the report 
of the Sunday seool board of the 
southern Baptist convention. 

Home Mission Board. 

A matter of vital interest and im- 
portance will be the future status of 
the home mission board. There is a 
feeling on the part of some of the de- 
nominational leaders that there is dn 
overlapping of the work done by the 
home board and some of the other 
beards. Various suggestions have 
come from the religious press and 
other sources as to the readjustment. 
The home board holds a strong grip 
on the men of the convention, as it 
is one of its oldest organizations. It 
was organized in 1845, at the time 
the convention was organized in Au- 
gusta, Ga. The foreign board was 
organized at the same time. 

The home board was lfocated at 
Marion, Ala., for the first few years of 
its existence and then was moved to 
Atlanta, where it has been since, and 
has enjoyed a phenomenal growth in 
its several and varied activities. 

The board carries on work in Cuba, 
the Panama zone, and the seventeen 
southern states comprising the south- 
érn Baptist convention.

The different departments of the 


work done by the buard are under the 
direction of severa.s superintendents. 
The work covers the field of evangel- 
ism, mountain schools and enlistment 
work, as well as work among the In- 
dians and negroes. Dr. B. D. Gray 
has been corresponding secretary for 
eighteen years.

Report on Seminary. 

Probably the question of greatest 
interest to Georgian gaptists will be 
the report of the committee appoint- 
ed last year at the Chattanooga con- 
vention on the establishing of a new 
theological seminary. This question 
has been before the convention for 
three or four years, and it was decided 
last year to take definite action on the 
matter. 

If the convention authorizes the es- 
tablishment of the seminary it is be- 
lieved that it will come to Georgia, 
At the instance of the board of trus- 
tees of Mercer university, the Georgia 
Baptist convention m session at Sa- 
vennah last December voted to tender 
Mercer university to the southern 
Baptist body with the understanding 
that it establish a southern university 
with the proposed seminary as one of 
the departments of the university, 

is action on the part of the Geon 
gia body will be presented to the 
southern Baptist convention in the 
form of a nemorial. Dr. Charles W. 
Daniel, of Atianta, will make the re- 
port on the memorial at the Jackson- 
ville convention. This report prob- 
ably will be referred to a committee 
on arrangements which will report 
back to the convention next year. Dr. 
Rufus W. Weaver is chairman of the 
committee. It is not likely that the 
convention will act definitely on the 
matter now as the collection of the 
$75,000,000 will not permit such a 
large undertaking at this time. 
Relations of Conventions. 

Perhaps the matter of most inter- 
est will be the relation between the 
southern and northern Baptist con- 
ventions. The northern Baptist con- 
vention is young compared to the 
southern, as it was not organized un- 
til about 1907. Each convention has 
sent representatives to the other for 
several years and a cordial and fra- 
ternal feeling exists. 

However, a closer relationship is 
needed, und as a result of that need 
more than 100 representative men and 
women of the two sections were in 
session at Columbus, Mo., working 
out plans whereby such a relationship 
might be effectedy Dr. E. Y. Mullins, 
president of the southern convention, 
and Mrs. Heien Barrett Montgomery, 
president of the northern convention, 
attended the meeting at Columbus, 
Mo., and both were active in its de- 
liperations, 

Among the important things that 
will come before the convention as 
a result of the conference will be 4 
statement of faith of the two conver 
tions. The northern convention is 


heving considerable ae 
time on that particular point. 
To Blect Delegates. -

to represent southern Baptists at the 
Baptist alliance to be held in 1923, 
probably at Stockholm, Sweden.

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dt was on a Sunday that Trimby, for the 
first. time, faced two bulls in suceession 
in the Linea arena and killed both of them 
with thrusts of the matador’s sword after 
playing them so skilfully with his red cape 
that the excited crowd carried him in 
triumph from the ring. And thus he emerg- 
ed from a quiet, dim little telegraph of- 
fice, where the silence is punctuated by 
the fitful ticking of the Morse instruments, 
to the white hot glare and the roar of the 
tens of ‘thousands of spectators of the 
most colorful and exciting sporting spec- 
tacle on earth. He is, by the way, only 
the second known bull-fighter from the 
British Isles, the other being an officer 
of the Camcron Highlanders named O’Hara 
(an Irishman, too, from his name), who 


appeared in the ring in the éarly part of 


the last century. a: 

“It was certainly a stirring experience, 
that debut of mine,” said Trimby, “and 
more than once’ before the finish I thought 
I was booked for Kingdom Come. In bull- 
~ fighting you have to combine quickness of 
thought with quickness of movement, or 
your wind-up will be speedy. Directly the 
bull is released into the ring the mata- 
dor must make up his mind instantly on 
several points. The first is. whether tho 
bull is what they call a ‘bravo’ or not. If 
he is, he will charge for the red cloth. If

was planning to swim from Gibraltar to 
the African coast when the authorities of 
the Rock stepped.in and declined to ‘Jet 
him undertake the feat, which they con- 
sidered altogether too risky. It isn’t such 
a deuce of a long swim, but the cross-cur- 
rents make-it rough going, and there are 
rather too many sharks for comfort. 
Trimby was born at Cawnpore, India, 
where his father commanded the Royal 


Munster Fusiliers, but he was brought up 
near Limerick, where he recently has been 
visiting his folks. Evidently the heads 
of the Eastern Telegraph company, whose 
main office is. in London, didn’t relish the 


idea of one of their employees devoting: 


his week-ends to fighting bulls, for on 
hearing of Trimby’s initial appearance in 
the ring at Linea they promptly cabled 
him orders to desist from any more such 
stunts. 

Having once tasted the thrills of the 
bull-ring, however, the young. Celt found 
life as an operator. altogether too tame for 


a whole-time job. So he sent in his resig- 


nation, tapped out his final message and 
then shook from his feet the dust of the 
little office in which he had spent eighteen 
‘leisurely months -in favor of the fierce 
joys of the risky calling in which he now. 
intends to win fame and: fortune, too. 
“No, I Have never for one moment re 
gretted the change,” he said. “For sheer 
exhilaration, nerve, gracefulness and skill, 
tauromachy’ (the scientific name for bull- 
fighting) leaves all other pastimes far be- 
hind. I am abie to compare my new pur- 
suit with the Anglo-Saxon sports because, 
in my day, I have been keen on yacht- 
racing, swimming, high-diving, Rugby ang .

, Water-polo, to say nothing of motoring, 
cliff-climbing, wrestling and fencing.

His are as delicate as a 
fencing master’s, and it is enriched by as 
many twists, feints and stategems- Little 
things I had learned at ‘Soccer’ and Rugby 
came in very useful. 

“At first it all seemed as complicated 
and unintelligible as higher mathematics. 
But I tackled it as a sport and ‘quickly 
realized that the all-important point is to 
do the right thing with lightning-like: rap- 
idity at the right spot at the right mo 
ment. . Spaniards are sticklers for tradi- 
tion and every move of a matador bears 
a special name and can only be done in 
one precise way. 

“Taking a pass in front of a goal, or 
stealing a base calls for, after all, the samo 
qualities that the matador displays when 
he judges his distance and allows a furi- 
ous bull to’ mis3 his breast by but the 
breadth cf a knife-blade. _ 

“The actual bull-fight is divided into 
three chapters. First, the picadors, on 
horseback, armed with long steel-pointed 
pikes, attack the bull. Their mounts are 
blinded on one side and are manoeuvred 
by the riders so that if the bull charges, 
the horse sustains the shock and the man 
escapes unhurt. This phase of the spec- 
tacle has always shotked Anglo-Saxon on- 
lookers and, frankly, I agree with - them. 
This element of the sport should be re 
moved. It is not uncommon: for six or 
“eight horses to be slaughtered at one ses- :

“Next come the banderillos on foot, each 
armed ‘with two darts.

N 1798, the dozen indigo planters and their 


slaves, inhabiting St. Simons Island on the coast 
“of Georgia, abandoned the cultivation of indigo 
for the newly introduced cotton plant,

promised better returns for their labor; and in 
a short while the population of the island had 
more than doubled. After their plans, for the 
cultivation of cotton had been perfected and 
. feeling the need of religious services, with all that it im- 
plies, the infhiential members of the community created 


themselves an Episcopal. parish, by electing wardens and

Vestry” of Christ’ Chureh, Frederica.” Under this title they 
petitioned the state ‘legislature for ‘a grant of land on.

The petition: having been finally granted and after 


many long delays, due to lack of funds, the first church 

was built and opened for worship in the year of 1820. 
The grounds adjoining the original church might be

Wesley and George Whitfield successively 


taught the principles of a new doctrine to 
the assembled colonists.

But in the end he triumphed_ A char- 
ter of incorporation was granted in 1739, 
not to the “Foundling Hospital,” which, 
as the secretary remarked to me, never 
has been the legal title of the_establish- 
ment, but to the “Hospital for the Main- 
fenance and Education of Exposed and 
Deserted ‘Young Children.”

HE policy of re-christening every 
child admitted to the Founding Hos- 
pital was adopted at the very outset. The 
first two foundlings to be received were 
named Thomas and Eunice Coram, and 


ever since then there have always been a 


“Thomas” and a “Eunice” among the 
foundling children. At one time it was 
the fashion among aristocrats and celeb- 
rities to come down on a Sunday morn- 
ing to the Foundling and be sponsor to 
a child, and this incongruous combination 
of fashion and charity gave to the chil- 
dren names which were as incongruous 
with their station and fortune, Abercorn, 
Marlborough, Bedford, Bentinck, Montagu 
and Pomfret being among the names with 
which some of the infants were embar- 
rassed. 

One little jad was named Julius Caesar, 
but did not live te support the name. 
Four children, like those of “Mrs. Wiggs 
of the Cabbage Patch,” were ticketed with 

, the names of the continents, Europe, Asia, 
Africa and America. There was an Eliz- 
abeth Tudor, a Perkin Warbeck and a 
truly “mate and inglerious Milton,” for 
the little John Milton of the Foundling 
Hospital lived only a week. At one time 
during the period of indiscrimination re- 


‘ception, when babes were arriving in 


shoals, the governors began to call the 
children after the- creeping things of the 
earth; when that system came to an end 
they marked its conclusion by naming the 
last child admitted under its regulattons, 
“Kitty Finis!” , 

Today every mother who leaves her 
child at the hospital is given a “receipt 
for it, a card stamped with the crest of 
the institution—a lamb holding a sprig 
of oak,—bearing a tumber and the date. 
This is a relic of an older custom, for in 
the early days of-the Foundling the moth- 
er always left with her child a little token 
—for memory and as a means of possible 
ideptitication. 


HE case which contains a selection of 

these tokens is one of the most inter- 
esting and pdthetic sights that the Found- 
ling Hospital has to offer and must have 
brought tears to the é¢yes of more than 
one of the many American mothers who 
have visited the jnstitution. Coins were 
the things most often left, some of them 
indicating merely a perfunctory compli- 
ance with the rule, but the larger number 
are stamped in some distiiguishing way. 
Some merely have initials cut upon them 
but some particularize “Meriah Duchesne,” 
one of them tells you, “was born on 8th 
. August, 1778,” and another waif “half an 
hour after 12 o'clock.” It is as if his 
mother had thought hint a prince. 

One token is a fittle band of the tiniest 
glass beads, threaded with hair, and upon 
it. is woven, “Cruelle Separation.”. The 
mother threaded this pretty gegaw with 
her own hair. One can almost see her 
doing it.

ner old Captain Coram suffered the 
fate that has befallen many founders 
of famous institutions. He was expelled 
from the governing body of the hospital - 
in 1741, less than a year after the founda. 
tions of the place had been laid. “Asper- 
sions,” it is related, “has been cast on two 
other members of the committee and for 
this some thought the captain was re 
sponsible.” So they kicked him out. 
When the spacious buildings in Guiid- 
ford street were finished he was often, 
one reads, to be seen sitting on a bench 
under the arcade, surrounded by young 
foundiings, whom he would regale with 
ginger bread. Eunice Coram had died . 
soon after the FoundHng Hospital was 
started, and her huSband’s last years were 
lonely and rather sad. He was in poor 
circumstances, but friends raised a fund 
for his maintenance. His last days were 
passed in lodgings near Liecéster Square 
where he died in his 84th year on Friday, 
March 29, 1751. By his own wish he was 
buried in the vaults underneath the chapel 
of the great institution he was instrumen- 
tal in founding, “being the first,” as the 
description puts it, “to be there depos- 
ited.”

My Dear Club Editor: “More pow- 
er to your elbow” and to the ready pen 
it helps to push. 


_Xou never wrote more valuable or 
significant paragraphs than those in 
which, on club page of May 7, you 
reminded us clubwomen that our two 
only concrete joint undertakings ('lal- 
lulah Falls school and students’ aid 
foundation) are halting and creeping 
in their usefulness because we are 
content, year after year, to let them 
struggle on cramped and hampered 
by lack of funds.. 


Tallulah Falls borrowing money to 
pay monthly salaries of its teachers 
and students’ aid turning off, daily, 
young Georgia women who need loans | 
to equip themselves as Georgia teach- 
ers ! 

Such statements of facts as these 
should make a great, powerful organi- 
zation like the Georgia federation curl 
up at the edges with shame and con- 
trition. 

We are the only state federation 
actually owning its own school and, 
apparently, the school has small cause 
to rejoice in our ownership. We have 
not made a single material physical 
addition to our plan in approximately 
ten years, and common sense would 
tell us that unless a school goes de- 
cisively forward in that time, it must 
drop miserably back. 

Our splendid principal, Miss Davis, 
has told us recently that Tallulah 
Falls school has arrived at just that 
crisis. We must erect a new dormi- 
tory and buy 100 acres of farm land, 
or come to a standstill, And that de- 
voted woman backed this statement by 


their work. This latter is the case 
with the average club woman, al- 
though professionals in every line are 
being brought into the federation 
through the co-operative desire of the 
clubs to promote the work of these 
professional women where it concerns 
education, public welfare or civics. 

Finally, it is made very plain by 
those who have attended former bien- 
nials, that democracy is the spirit 
governing the kind of clothes people 
wear. There is very elegant costum- 
ing, but little ostentation, and the 
simplest dressing is the rule. The 
club women are informed that one 
evening dress will be sufficient; that 
the so-called sport clothes, whieh mean, 
alan, the utility dress for daytime use. 
will be the costume most worn, and 
warm wraps. rubbers and umbrellas 
will be found useful. There will be 
little oceasion for hats.

Mrs. O’Hare calls this fll-ad- 
vised enterprise .a “children’s cru- 
sade,” but what it really is, to say 
the least that might be said of it, 
is simply a re of silly foolish- 
ness. 

And it is enti foolishness at 
that, for those being used in perpe- 
trating it are innocént little chil- 
dren who do not know what they 
are doing, who ought to be at home 
or in some institution where they 
would be properly cared for, and 
whose very lives are endangered 
by the hardships they are now hav- 
ing to undergo. 

Some of those children never 
saw their fathers, and none of 
them is old enough to understand 
why their erring parents are in 
jail, or to have any fixed concep- 


4 tion of the meaning of the term 


“amnesty.” 

They are simply being victim- 
ized by a radical element that is 
hostile to the government, and 
used collectively as an instrumen- 
tality of fanaticism. 

They ought to be taken in charge 
by the health and humane authori- 
ties of the capital, and their fa- 
natical leader either sent home 
or again locked up. 


TARIFF AND TAXES. 
The minority report on the Ford- 


ney-McCumber tariff bill recently 
submitted to the senate by the dis- 
senting members of the finance 
committee brings out the astound- 
ing fact that the “protection” meas- 
ure, if enacted in the form agreed 
upon by the republicans sponsor- 


‘ing and advocating it, would im- |. 


pose upon the people of this coun- 
try aggregate burdens “greater 
thar the burdens imposed by: an 
rect taxes levied by the revenue 
bill,” or between: three and four 
billions of dollars. 

The phrase, “protective tariff,’ 
is calculated to be misleading to 
the rank and file of the people, 
who are led to infer that it means 
a tariff protective of their inter- 
este. But what it actually means, 
in fact and in practice, is a tariff 
protective only of the interests 
privileged to enjoy it at the ex- 
pense of the masses of the people! 

It protects the manufacturer by 
enabling him to add the tariff per- 
centage to the selling price of his 
factory output, which amount the 
consumers have to pay when they 
buy his products. 

So, instead of being protected, 
the masses of the people are pe- 
nalized by, and precisely to the 
extent of, the “protective” tariff! 

It is nothing more nor less than 
& species of taxation imposed upon 
the people, and in the present in- 
stance this indirect tax burden is 
about to be saddled upon the coun- 
try by a political pdrty that gained 
control of the government largely 
upon, the strength of its promise to 
reduce taxes! . 

As stated in the minority re- 
port— : : : 

“The taxes imposed in this bill 
are as real as those imposed‘in the 
revenue bill.\ They must be paid by 


all the people, just as those in the 
revenue bill must be paid by all the’ 


_| People, and not by the benéficiaries| 


who have demanded and got them. 
The people must not only pay. the 
taxes on imports Which go directly 
into the treasury, but they mtet pay 
the resulting increase in prices of 
all the things they buy and con- 
sume. In the aggregate the burdens 
that will be imposed upoh* them as 
a result of these high tariff rates

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— aggrandiement of the fa. 


vored beneficiary of the “protec- 
tive” law! 

And yet there are good, intelli- 
gent American citizens who com- 
plain that taxes are too high and 
unduly burdensome to the masses 
of the people, but who, at the same 
time, are advocates of a high pro- 
tective tariff! 


LOOKING TO THE LIGHT. 
It would not pe startling to read 
of exceptional instances of the 
world-weary and unfortunate mak- 
ing an end of things after listening 
to a lecture on the life to come by 
such a man as Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle. 

‘We read of women at his lec- 
tures’ who had lost husbands, sons 
and brothers—all they’ knéw of 
what makes life worth living—in 
the late war, weeping for joy as 
they visioned the comforting pros- 
pect he held out to them of re- 
union hereafter with the spirit- 
hands whose clasp. he claims to 
have felt. 

“Things seen are mightier than 
things heard,” notwithstanding all 
the Bible-comfort that the world 
has; and Dr. Doyle has made 
thousands of sincere believers pin 
their faith to the mystic presence 
of which he speaks. 

In varying degrees people take 
comfort from the poets as from the 
prophets—and the true poets are 
both. So this, from a recent Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch to The Con- 
stitution, is of interest— 

“Mrs. W. S. Buzby. and her three 
children were found dead from as. 
phyxiation. in a bedroom at their 
home in Ventnor City today. 

“On a chiffonier in the bedroom 
were found two notes written by 
Mrs. Buzby. One was addressed to 
the maid. The other, to the woman's 


husband, said that all would be bet- 
ter off. 

“A postscript to the note left for 
her husband ended with the follow- 
ing quotation from ‘The Rubaiyat:’ 
“*"What if the soul could cast the 

earth aside 


Were’t not a shame, were’t not a 
shame indeed, - 
this clay carcass 
abide?” 
This woman looked upon Death 
as “Misery’s love,” and she took 


the tragic, unwise way. The poet 
was her comforter, as the true 


preacher is to millions who wait 
God’s time, patient in suffering. 

It only goes to show how much 
more missionary work there is to 
do, than is now being done, among 
all classes here at home. 

It’s a good world, after ‘all, but 
its troubles grow as the world goes 
on its wonderful way to God. 

And we fall so far short of know- 
ing what we think we know,. that 
we are still like little children, tak- 
ing short steps along the way. 


THE MILK DEPOT. 


In longer to 


the West Point milk depot endow- 
ment fund, which has been made 
to the generous ‘heart of Atlanta 
by a committee of prominent At- 
lanta. women, is in behalf of a pe- 
culiarly worthy cause, and response 
to it will fit appropriately into the 
beautiful scheme of Mothers’ day 
observances. 

This fund, the nucleus of which 
has been supplied by the city of 
West Point in the form of the un. 
used portion of Atlanta’s contribu- 
tion for the relief of suffering in 
that city upon the occasion of its 
flood disaster of a few years ago, 
is to be used to provide milk for 
children of parents who are finan- 
' Clally unable to supply their little 
ones the physical nourishment they 
need. 

Therefore, money contributed to 
it is really an investment in health 
in child-life, in character and ulti- 
mately in good citizenship. : 

In Atlanta there are hundreds of 
babies who are suffering from un- 
dernourishment—some, it is sad to 
say, who are actually starving. 

Without relief in the form of milk 
those unfortunate little innocents 
are doomed either to die in infancy 
or to grow to maturity defective 
either mentally or physically, or 
both. ! 

The purpose of the milk depot 
movement is to guarantee such 
babies a chance in life—to give 
each one of them the chance to 
which every baby born into the 
world is entitled. 

The recent highly commendable 
“Better Babies” movement in this 
city has resulted in the éstablish- 
ment of health centers where moth- 
ers are given free ‘instruction in 
the dieting of their children; and

This pending legislation he 
pointed out, proposes two’ attack 
on the existing transportation law: 
“First,” as he expressed it— 

“To repeal that portion of the 
transportation act which enables 
the int:rstate commerce commis- 
sicn to fix rates which will permit 
the railways to earn a definite re- 
turn on their valuations, and, sec- 
ond, to repeal the clause which gtves 
the interstate commerce commission 
power over intrastate rates inso¢ 
far as trese rates amount to a dis- 
crimination against interstate com- 
merce,” 

There is no justice, reason nor 
common-sense in taking away the 
authority now vested in the rate 
making instrumentality of the gov 
ernment to fix rates by which the 
carrier lines would be permitted 
to earn fair returns upon the capi: 
tal invested in them; for a compul 
sory schedule of rates below thai 
level inevitably would. be ruinous 
to the railroads and disastrous to 
the whole business structure of the 
country. 

The second of Mr. Winburn’s crit. 
icisms is equally well founded and 
meritorious. 


If the interstate commerce com:; 


mission were deprived of regula: | 
tory power ovér intrastate rate 
making all sorts of incongruitier 
and inconsistencies might arise to 
the detriment both of the railroad: 
and of the shipping and traveling 
publie 

For instance, if the federal raie- 
making body fixes schedules of 
freight and passenger rates be- 
tween states—rates which are rea- 
sonable and fair alike to the trans 
portation lines and to thoir patrons 
—it would be manifestly «unfair and 


unjust if a state rate-making 
were to enforce a higher o wer 
schedule within the~Timits of its 


jurisdiction. 

As Mr. Winburn declared in hie 
communication, using a typica) il- 
iustration— 

“There is no logical defence of the 
proposition that a passenger trav- 
eling from Savannah, Ga., to Colum- 
pus, Ga. riding in the same coach 
with a passenger from Savannah, 
Ga., to Phoenix City, Ala. (a gfa- 
tlon immediately west of the Chat- 
tahoochoé river), should be charged 
a lower or a higher rate per mile 
simply because he does not cross 
the estate boundary line.” 

In all matters of this kind the 
American public—public sentiment 
—is, of course, the final arbiter; 
and, as the Central of Georgia 
presideut said in conclusion— 

“It is my confident beligf that 
public opinion is* essentially fair- 
minded when correctly informed; 
and I cannot believe that when once 
the matter is made clear to the pab- 
lic it will favor action so impracti- 
cable, 60 inequitable, so unprogres- 
sive and so ill-advised, as crippling 
the essential provisions of the 
transportatior, act, without allowing 
it a fair trial under normal condi- 
tions.” 

He pointed out that “the public 
must choose between a strong and 
efficient system of transportation, 
involving as it does the confidence 
of the investors, and the exercise 
by state authorities of the power; 
to discrim{nate unjustly against in- 
terstate commerce.” 

It is to be hoped that the masses | 
of the people will give this matter 
the measure of consideration it de- 
serves; that they will inform them. 
selves as to the importance and 
significance of this attempt to tam: 
per with the transportation law 
now in effect, and exert their influ- 
ence on the side of even justice — 
the fair deal all round.

FIRST NOVELS AND SECOND NOVELS 


There is probably some connection 


vogue of first novels—some odd pref- 
erence for green apples without salt, 
for green olives instead of ripe olives, 
for promise rather than perfection. 
Not so long ago, “first novel’ was an 
apologetic phrase, and signified a book 


that necessarily had to be written just 
asa pale ba to lay her first egg: it 
St be blown upon gently, as a lamb 


not yet ready for shearing. But now- 
adays far from being a term of re- 
proach, it is a matter of which as- 
tute publishers boast in very large 
type, for which they have undoubtedly 
laid out a certain sum of their good 
money. Of course, there is the worn 
adage that every man has in him the 
niaterial for one novel—but he hasn't 
it when he is one and twenty, if the 
history. of past performances may be 
trusted. George Meredith's first 
novel—if “The Shaving of Shagpat” 
may. be so called—is seldom men- 
tioned; Henry James’ firsthmmh h 
are of smal consequences beside his 
mighty four—“The Awkward Age,” 
‘The Ambassadors, ” “The Wings of 
the Dove” and “The Golden Bowl; 
“The Eagle’s Shadow,” James Branch 
Cabell’s first novel, is probably one 
of the feeblest novels ever so hand- 
somely published, and the lamented 
Perciva) Pollard must have been a 
prophet, rather than a mere critic, to 
foresee in its author the author of 
“The Cream of the Jest.” 
Young Authors and Irony. 

“The Passionate -Elopement,” in- 
deed, is the only first novel which 
still seems charming, now that Comp- 
tom’ Mackenzie is author of so many 
and so various tales. And it is the 
only truly ironic story by so young a 
man—publishers and reviewers may 
write of the ironic treatment which 
Scott Fitzgerald, say, gives to the 
classless rich from the provinces who 
float about New York’s hotels, or Sin- 
clair Lewis’ ironic treatment of his 
prairie village, but it must be prac- 
tically impossible to satirize one’s 
environment until one has flown a 
little above it. Still, though it is 
so tempting and so amusing, there is 
certainly no use arguing against suc- 
cese—when it’s qnite fresh. And we

novei—the first novel of the men who 
have half a dozen other books to 
their credit, but who find themselves

wards of the novelist: a man is really 
not quite a writer now until he has 
the accolade of a novel which is at 
least a success d’estime.

The Meaning of Motherhood 


When we come to the annual cele- 
bration of Mothers’ day the preacher 
wants a sure enough text. Where 
could.one be found of rarer beauty 
or more real significance than this 


picture given by one of the biograph- 
ers of Jesus: “There was standing 
by the cross of Jesus, His mother. 
When Jesus therefore saw His moth- 
er and the disciple standing by, whom 
He loved, He saith unto His mother, 

“Woman, behold thy Son.” Then 
saith He to the disciple, “Behold thy 
mother.” 

Here is humanity at its best. A 
mother who could bear a son to die 
for, others would of course be found 
near the cross in this hour of his 
deepest need. That she could rear 
such a Son might be explained on the 
ground of his unique origin. But that 
she would be willing to give up such 
a son for the service of humanity, is 
the supreme triumph of motherhood. 
Here she rears the standard of wom- 
anhood to its loftiest limits. That 
soft sentimentality which sings its 
selfishness in the gong “I Did Not 
Rear My Boy to Be a Soldier,” could 
never climb the heights of Golgotha 
‘and stand by a redeeming cross. Here 
motherhood rises responsive to the 
noblest appeal. 


The Significance of the Feast. 

Then there is the other side of 
the picture. There was conferred upon 
John that day the highest honor ever 
bestowed upon a man. Jesus gave | 
into his keeping the most sacred of 
all trusts, with the words “My Moth- 
er,” and “Thy Mother.” It is said 


that from that hour the home of 
John became the home of Mary. But 
{ bleieve we shall miss the deeper 
meaning of His words if we do not 
clearly understand that, as was His 
wont, He was speaking to a world 
of men through this man. Here man- 
hood in this highest and holiest mo- 
ment commends motherhood to the 
chivalric care of men as the most 
sacred obligation. The significance of 
the scene comes with a profoundly 
solemn meaning when we can hear 
Jesus saying to the men of today, 
as He points to the womanhood of 
the world, “Behold thy Mother.” And 
it is something infinitely more than 
the meré appeal to physical strength 
to protect physical weakness. It is 
an appeal for the ‘actual preservation 
of the human race. It cails for the 
conservation of those faculties and 
forces by which civilization has come 
thus far, and by which aione we cen 
ever hope to reach the highest levels 
of life. 

How many of the most familiar ex- 
periences are the profoundest mys- 
teries? Stand before any mother and | 
her babe, and you are standing in tbe 
presence of the miracle of creation. 


Look for a moment froin the face of 
the child, with its well-nigh limit- 
less possibilities of reason and emo- 
tion, ambition and accomplishment, 
into the face of the mother. She has 
brought into existence a person-—the 


clearest expression that we have «f 
the mind and willof God. Here is a 
permanent contribution to the ccn- 


scious forces of the universe. Here ie. 
something’ more than a mere ere 
which will be driven along a pa 
way preordained by unchangeable law. 
Here isa ferce which shall choose its 
own ways, and impress the universe 
in which it moves by the quality of 
Ms own thought and aspiration. In 
this little bundle of possibilties, which 
we call a babe, lie latent, inevitable, 
and irresistible forces which shall 
help to make maps and point the 
pathway of history.

In England the house of commons 
is debating a loan to Anglo-Egyptian 
Sudan in order to develop cotton-grow- 
ing areas to supply the mills of Lan- 
cashire. | 

“Already the Sudan provides one 
humble and unsung commodity which 
most of us employ daily,” says a bul- 
letin from the Washington, D. C., 
headquarters of the National Geo- 
graphic society. 

‘Your stenographer seals and stamps 
your letter to be whisked away to dis- 
tant friends on that modern magic 
carpet, the postoffice, because its flap 
and its stamp have been touched with 
adhesive gum which may come from 
Sudan. The sticky trail leads a ge- 
ographic Sherlock Holmes from your 
mahogany desk straight to the palm- 
fringed banks of the Nile, where 
predatory crocodiles lie in wait for 
ehatterin monkeys to come down to 
the river banks for their evening drink. 

“So that you may paste two and 
two together, tawny, scrawny camels 
and khaki donkeys, heavy laden with 
gum from Kordofan, make their way 
to Dueim, above Khartum, there to be 
yelled at and unloaded by raucous, 
half-naked natives. ‘Their precious 
cargo is loaded upon the divers craft 
which clutter the shores for shipment 
to Omdurman, Khartum’s neighbor 
city. From there it can be sped by 
rail to uses which the natives never 
| heard of and could little understand. 

“Don’t be too hard on your office 
boy who licks your stamps instead of 
using a sponge to wet them. In its 
natural state gum is edible, and the 


natives carry it about and eat it 
|with as much relish as your daughter 
would eat a henton. Perhaps to his

“Khartum lies where: the two Niles, 
the White and the Blue, meet but fail 
to mingle. ‘As far as the eye can 
reach the two currents flow on; the 
blue crowded along the eastern 
er bank, while the creamy wider rib- 
bon seems to elbow its path more as 
sertively. Egypt’s geographical des / 
tiny is written in the merging of these 
rivers. The White Nile contributes 
more largely the moisture that keeps 
the land of the Pyramids from being 
parched. The Blue Nile bears down 
the sediment that spreads a fertile 
blanket over the lower river. 

“Very few of the world’s cities out- 
rank Khartum in beauty of site; the 
American especially will incline to ap- 
praise its plan very highly, for- Eng 
lish engineers laid it out with diago- 
nal avenues and many little parks aft- 
er the manner of our own capital eity 
at Washington. In Khartum’s case 
the purpose of the avenue arrangement 
was military, so that machine guhs 
could sweep all directions from many 
points. Some assert that L’Enfant 
had the same consideration in mind 
when he planned Washington's avenue 
system. 

“The Anglo-Egyptian Sudan ig a 
fourth as large as Europe; from one 
point on the Egyptian border where 
the Nile enters Sudan to its emergence 
from Lake Albert in southern Sudan 
is greater than the distance from New 
York to New Orleans. Yet this vast 
region, largely undeveloped, now has 
a population only twice as great as 
that of Philadelphia. Khart ite 
capital, has about 23,000 peop 
the dervish capital, Omdurman, is 
larger by about 15,000. Besides gum 
its important exports are dates, rub- 
ber, ostrich feathers and ivory.”

Of Hog Feeding 


Are Discussed 


Experiments Uphold Georgia 
Farmers’ Contention Against 
Peanut as Late Feed. 


BY GRADY ADAMS, _. 

Moultrie, Ga., May 13.—(Special.) 
Contentions advanced some time ago 
hy prominent live stock men here to 
the effect that a hog that has been 
fed on peanuts cannot be taken after 
it weighs as much as 100 pounds, put 
on a dry pasture and given a ration 
of corn, and tankage and made “kill- 


hard” have been substantiated by 
co-operative experiments conducted by 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture and the state experiment 
stations of Georgia, Mississippi, North 
and South Carolina, according to an 
official bulletin received here. 

The bulletin says that these experi- 


} ments have “shown conclusively: that 


when hogs rating at a weight of ap- 


‘| proximately 100 pounds are fed on 


peanuts in the dry lot or grazed in 
the field for a period of sixty days 
or more, a soft carcass is produced, 
end that it is impossible to produce 
a hard carcass by feeding corn and 
tankage or corn and cotton seed meal 
to these hogs for a subsequent period 
of 60 days or less.

way the feeding of peanuts to hogs in

Although it was generally known that 
Americus’ floating debt had grown to 
unwieldly proportions, an audit of 
the city’s books just completed re- 
 yeals startling and surprising things 
in connection with the municipality's 
finances, both in current revenpes 
and in the handling of bond moneys 
and school funds. The audit which 
was made by certified public account- 
ants shows that the floating debt of 
Americus on December 31, 1921,: at 
the close of last’ year’s business, was 


1918, showed a floating debt of $93,- 
081.75. The increase in the deficit 
in the three and a half years since 
that time has been $51,006.58. 

- The increase in the city’s floating 
debt is expected to play an important 
part in the’ senatorial race from this 
district this summer, when J. E. Shep- 
pard, mayor ‘during most of the time 
the deficit was accumulated, and 
Stephen Pace, author of the Pace 
budget bill, and another measure giv- 
ing Americus additional temporary 
taxirig authority to wipe out the ex- 
isting floating debts, are expected to 
be opposing candidates. 

: ‘How It. Was Incurred. 

Auditors, commenting upon their re- 
port, state that the total deficit on 
general government transactions for 
the three and a half years amounts 
to $29,475.13, and that of this amount 
$15,770 was incurred for additions to 
public property, and $13,791.86 for 
street improvements, both of which 
should have been financed by bond is- 
sues. 

They stated that of a deficit of 
$21,531.45 for the period in the water 
department, $19,151.02 was expended

Regarding this deficit, the auditors’ 

report said: “This amount includes 
the unpaid balance of the proportion 
of the ad valorem taxes levied for 
this purpose plus the 535.79 shown 
on the previous audit report, and does 
net include the $2,885 shown on the 
report as a loan or the $3,850.56 
shewn as pro rata of unpaid taxes, as 
same was unrecorded in bond com- 
mission records.” 

The report of the auditors further 
explained that the bonded debt listed 
at $223,000 “does not include $17,000 
public building and improvement 
bonds redeemed by the Bank of Com- 
merce and held by them as collateral 
for a wan of equal amount which 
draws 8 per cent interest.”

the past year, but so far the correct 
answer has never been. given. And 
for a very good reason—nobody knew 
it. It is, of course, common knowl- 
edge that a number of companies, in- 
cluding the Ameciran Telephone & 
Telegraph Company, the De Forest 
Company, and the American Radio 
and Research Corporation carried on 
considerable experimental radio tele- 
phone work before and after the war, 
and that the Westinghouse station, 
KDKA. the first to broadcast on a 
regular daily schedule, was largely re- 
sponsible. for the present general in- 
terest in radio. ut it has been so 
far impossible to discover who con- 
ceived the idea of operating KDKA in 
this manner. The Constitution has 
finally succeeded in securing full in- 
formation concerning a meeting at. 
which the decision to place the sta- 
{on in operation was reached. This 
meeting, which was held on October 1; 
1920, is historic, and an account of it 
is given here for the first time. 

Four Westinghouse officials were 
present. They were Harry P. Davis, 
vice president; Frank Conrad, assist« 
ant chief engineer; M. C. Rypinski, 
manager of radio sales department, 
and J. C. MeQuiston, manager of the 
department of publicity.

AMATEURS HERE 


ARE COURTEOUS 


Sometimes Sharpest Tun- 

ing Cannot Stop Inter- 
ference, But Amateurs 
Have Their Rights. 


BY GEORGE C., CONGDON, JR. 

Maybe you’re an amateur with a 
transmitting set and a government 
license to operate it. Maybe you’re 
not. Maybe you're just one of ghose 
fellows who has a receiving set and 
once in a while hear an amateur 


‘| transmitting set which you can’t tune 


| out during a concert hour. 

Sometimes, if you’re one of the lat- 
ter, you do a lot of kicking about 
some fellow who has a telegraph set 
and is sending code messages that 
interfere with a musical program 
from WGM. But no one has a 
ghost of a chance to really kick about 
;an amateur transmitting set, for 
those amateurs who transmit hold a 
government license to do so at any 
time, day or night. 

The ‘government has placed a limit 
on amateur transmitting to the extent 
of holding the amateurs to a wave 
length of 200 meters. But that 
doesn’t make it possible for you to 
tune out amateur interference if you 
live within two or three miles of a 
set that is transmitting during a 
regular concert from a 360-meter 
station, 


Amateurs Courteous Here. 


And when you stop to check up on 
amateurs around Atlanta and ama- 
teurs in other parts of the country, 

ou’ll find that the amateurs around 
ere are about as good, if not better, 
than amateurs in any other part of 
the country when it comes to keeping 
their keys silent while a broadcast is 
in progress from WGM. 

Reports from New York, Chicago, 
Detroit, and in fact, all sections where 
there are broadcasting stations using 
the meter wave length, show that 
people who have just the receiving 
sets are kicking most all of the time 
because of amateur sending. Of 
course they haven't any right to kick 
because these amateurs have _ the 
right to send at any time, but the 
amateurs should observe the rules of 
courtesy and not elutter up the air 
during broadcasts of stations close to 
them, 

Judging from the reports received 
here, I don’t believe there is a more 
courteous bunch of amateurs in the 
country than those right around here, 
Of course there are some evenings 
when reeports of interference come to 
The Constitution office during broad- 
casts by WGM, but it cannot be held 
against the amateurs. 

Cannot Tune Sharply. 

A person operating a crystal re- 
ceiving set has Jittle chance to tune 
out a 200-meter amateur transmit- 
ting set to listen to a 360-meter 
broadcasting station when the ama- 
teur set is within his range. It is 
simply a matter of inability to obtain 
sharp tuning with a crystal set. 

And on the other hand, it is diffi- 
cult sometimes for a man with a 
regenerative set to tune out an ama- 
teur transmitting station when the 
amateur set is within two or three 
miles of the point of reception. 

Ships have a wavé length of 300 
,meters, but people in this section have 
had little trouble with interference 
rom this quarter. College and ex- 
perimental stations operate on a wave 
length of 375 meters, and sometimes 
they will come inte Atlanta so strong 
that their signals will drown out sig- 
nals from distant stations, and some- 
times interfere seriously with the 


broadcasts of local stations. 


Game of Give and Take. 

The whole thing, however, in a 
nutshell, is that the radio game is a 
matter of give and take. It needs 
all kinds of experimentation if it is 
to be developed in its fullest possi- 
bilities. ‘These amateurs, who once 
in. a while interfere with broadcasts 
by local stations, stand on solid 
ground, and The Constitution, for one, 
wants to encourage them, rather than 

! ,-even if they do once 
in a while interfére with its broad- 


casts. | 

It is needless to ask the amateurs 
in this section to be courteous in 
their experimentation, for they have 
already n that even since WGM 
has been operating.

Winding Form Is Easily 
Constructed and Coil, 
When Finished, Is Effi- 


cient Device. 


One of the most popular and ef- 
ficient tuning inductances that can 
be used is the spider web or stagger 
wound coil. They are very easy to 
make and it is quite possible to make 
up different sizes in these coils and 
use them the same way that honey- 
comb coils are used. This means that 
they may be arranged to plug in, in 
the same manner and by making them 
larger it ig possible to get on the 
higher wave lengths. 

Three coils may be used: one as 
primary, secondary and tickler for a 
regenerative set with a vacuum tube 
or two coils as a primary and secon- 
dary with a crystal set. The hook- 
up in the former case is the same 
as the honeycomb coils and in the 
latter case it will be the same as 
or a loose or vario coupler.- In re- 
gard to the size of the coils and how 
many turns of wire to put on them 
the best thing to do is to actually 
make them up and experiment around 
with them. It is almost impossible 
to acutually give the number of turns 
of wire to put on the coils and the 
way to do is to make the core or 
frame a good size and then wind it 
full of wire. About four or five 
inches in diameter should be all right 
for a start. After the wire is all 
wound on connect the set up tem- 
porarily and try it out. If there is 
too much wire on, the ships and navy 
yard will come in. If this is the case 
remove some of the wire and try 
again. Keep this up until the music 
is heard and then try taking off one

The Winding Form. 

As will be seen in the drawing the 
form is very simple to make and it 
consists primarily of a piece of card- 
board such as a heavy pad back..Mark 
it out with a compass to the desired 
diameter and then proceed to divide 
off the’ circle into an uneven. number 
of divisions. Be sure that the num- 
ber is uneyen as otherwise the wire 
will not wind correctly and the coil 
will be worthless. Make such a-divi- 
sion as seven, nine or eleven, as more 
of them will weaken the cardboard 
to such an extent that the winding 
of the wire will be very apt to break 
it. When th edivisions are marked 
out cut a slot about 1-4 inch wide at 
each division. When cutting the 
slots be sure to leave enough materials 
in the benter to keep it strong. The 
center circle should be about 1 inch 
in diameter at least and.more if the 
coil is of a large size. 

The wire to use for winding these 
coils should be insulated, either cot- 
ton or silk covered, and sizes hetween 

; and 28 will do very well. ‘I'he 
wire from the magnets 
will usually do very well for this puc- 
pose. Wind it on-tight so tbat it 
will be strong*but do not give it a 
coat of shellac. Shellac the form be- 
fore placing the wire on it and never 
afterwards. If this is.done it will 
increase the distributed capacity and 
lower the efficiency of the whole 


outfit. 
Tapped Coils. 

Under certain conditions it may be 
necessary to make these coils so that 
they uty be tapped. If this is done 
they will not be quite as efficient, but 
one coil may be used for a broader 
t of wave lengths. If this is: done 
it is best to take a tap off about every

PACKARD SALES HAVE 
BROKEN ALL RECORDS 


The current statement of business 
by the Packard Motor Car company 
indicates a new record in the produc- 
tion of high grade motor cars. 
According to figures furnished by 
the distribution manager of Packard, 
actual consumer sales of the new sin- 
gle-six in the ten days following the 
announcement of this latest Packard 
product, exceeded $5,700,000. 


Gross sales of Packard single-sixes, 
twin-sixes and trucks for the period 
were vver $8,250,000. 
This is the largest volume of busi- 
ness ever done by the Packard com- 
pany in a similar time, and is indica- 
tive ‘of the buying interest which 
brought nearly 50,000 people into 
Packard salesrooms throughout the 
country in the week following the new 
single-six announcement. 
“The extraordinary spring demand 
would fully justify a Packard produc- 
tion at this time of 2,500 cars a 
month,” said H. H. Hills, vice presi- 
dent of distribution.
